C HERRY?LAINS. N.Y. MAY: 13.1966 . (This sighting took place the exact 
time as the huge fireball passed over and exploded.) This object was 
sighted by Mr. Hubert Jandrow, while plowing a field one evening before 
dusk at 8:16 PM. He was so shocked he stalled his tractor and sat 
there watching it cone toward him. No sound except a slight whoosing 
noise was heard. VCry low (about 1,000 - 1,500 ft. up) it came right 
up the valloy very slowly (about 100 nph or less) and asit got toward 
the top of a hill (about 1,000 ft.) from him it paused in mid-air and 
a bluish-white cloud of vapor puffed out of the “thing" and ittshot, 
off on a 45 degree angle, out of sight in seconds. The body of tho 
object was a brownish-black color, while moving slowly - yellowish 
bluish flames spewed from 8" square ports,( 3 rows around body) no¬ 
thing coming out of back end at all. It was cigar-shaped, with some 
sort of slated vents (4-6 of then). He said the yellow-blue flames 
quickly faded but the blue lighted vapor remained visible for 5 nin. 
Object left a vapor trail behind it like Jet, coning up the valley. 
There were other witnesses to this object unknowingly to Mr.- Jandrow.

Texas, (personal report) "The boys' 
nano was Ciro Oohoa r and-ho saw-the objocts (2 ) one on Monday,-Aug. 
1, and one on Aug. 2. The one on Monday described as as a small 
moon, and about the same color as tho moon. Ho said it appeared to 
be rising. The one Tuesday landed, but ho did not go ovor to tho 
landing sight, because it was too far to walk. The one that landed 
ho said was in sight about five soconds, had a red tail and a rod 
shaft of light going from tho objeot to tho ground. Tho object was 
described as a "itad circle"J Ciro said it sdomed to explode upon 
hitting the ground, and he.saw fragments. ( Mr. Pinnell is contin¬ 
uing tho investigation, and will report futher dovelopements.) 


August l f 1966 - Washington. D.C.. Policemen) in Alexandria, Virginia 
Montgomery and Prince George Counties, (Md.) said they saw strange 
objects flying overhead. They wore described as bright, multi-col¬ 
ored lights. (Noto similarity to 1965 ’s July and August UFO'S) 

A group of Princo George and Maryland-polio© stood on a highway 
near Boltsville, Md., and watched six or eight objects hovering in 
tho direction o2 Baltimore, "We thought we were cracking up,'* 1 said 
one policeman. Ho added that.tho objects had no definite shape, 
but changed colors "from blue to green to rod, then back to blue."" 
One policoman said: "Don't try and toll mo it was swamp gas I saw 
last night."

A..long distance phone call from IIOUFO member, Wallace MCNeil, of 
New Port Richey,8 objects, 2 of them satellite type, othors defin¬ 
itely wore not. This was aprox. 10:00 PM. On radio station WLCT3C 
more reports were coning in as fast as peoplo could call. There 
were sightings of varioua descriptions at aprox. 8:30 PM, from 
many different locations, and seemingly going in several different 
directions at onco.

then it suddenly rushed up and away towards Brooksvllle, (east)" 
Another "golden flash" was reported on Aug.5, at 10:00PM going a

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August 4. 1966 - St.Petersburg, Fla. This event was witnessed by my 
daughter, Janice, and Debbie Stevenson and their friend Karen Part¬ 
ington, all of the same neighborhood. The object was first spotted 
at aprox. twenty minutes to eight in the evening. It first appear¬ 
ed as a silvery-bluish object, and it was behind a tree when they 
first saw it. It then appeared to move upwards going in a norther¬ 
ly directionat whioh time it turned around and circled back and be¬ 
gan to follow the girls who were walking. It changed colors to an 
oranglsh-redish-golden hue. The girls, becoming fr&htened, started 
to run home,(whioh was about 2 blocks away). Two of the girls, Jan 
ice and Debbie, turned to glance back at the object, and it sudden¬ 
ly "blinked out and disappeared", The object seemed to glow or ra¬ 
diate the whole time and cast an orangish-red glow upon the ground. 
Others in the neighborhood had seen it by this time, including my 
husband, Ronald Whritenour, and we attempted to run down the source 
of all the exoitemement, but the object would come on suddenly and 
just as suddenly go out.

Hundreds of residents of several area towns swamped police switch¬ 
boards Sunday night, with reports of a UFO which appeared in tho 
skies about 10:40 PM apparently in the area of North Haledon. The 
UFO viewers described a bright red fireball which HOVEREDin the 
skies for a time and them exploded with an intense white flash and 
a loud boom.

Aug. 13.1966 - Now Port Richey. Fla. Wallace McNeil, IIOUFO mem¬ 
ber reported seeing a bright, white object coming at a tremendous 
speed out of the Northeast, then a Jet appeared and apparently did 
try to give chase to the bright object, which at that time it sud¬ 
denly stopped dead in it's tracks, and went rapidly baok towards 
the direction that it had first appeared. ************************* 

Aug. 16. 1966 - Fort Smith. Arkansas. ' Several thousand people, in¬ 
cluding police officers and newsmen saw unusual lights in the sky 
over Ft. Smith.... Described as "four red lights, stationary but 

seeming to rotate like a police patrol car warning beacon,••••••**• 

spread out in the sky like points on the corners of a square. One 
set of red and green lights appeared, then a white blinking light, 
then a steady white beam of light, all moving separately, in str¬ 
aight lines, from one to another of the red lights.... observed for 

about an hour, but others said the lights were visible for about 3 
hours'.’... Newsman, John Garner of radio station KFSA, Ft. Smith, 
broadcast his description of the lights while watching them with a 
crowd of about 1,500. Little R ock Air Force Base reported that it 
knew of no aircraft in the area.SOURCE: ST.

Aug. 19. 1966 - Dunkirk. N.Y. Three persons, including Patrolman 
T.Kulig of the Dunkirk police dept, reported seeing a mysterious 
lighted object falling from the sky south of this city early today. 
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Mrs. Elaine Kaus, 130 Warsaw St. called police at 12:54 AM and 
reported the object appeared to be flaming. She saw white, red 
and green colors. A similar report was made a few minutes later 
by a nan who gave his name as Gene Gan. Patrolman Xulig said he 
also saw the white, red and green lights of the object while pat- 
roling in the vicinity of City Hall. Patrol cars were sent to 
the south section of the city but found nothing, *******************

Mrs. Gilson said that the object looked like a "washtub", white or 
silver in color. Also, Mrs. Carl Norman of rural New Provldenoe 
said she and her son saw an object in the sky over their house 
around midnight Tuesday. She said the object had bright lights on 
the top and bottom, also fuzzy greenish lights on the bottom. It 
approached from the SW, hovered over her house and then moved off 
to the Northwest."
